MILO POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


In this summary I will try to explain to the people of Milo 
what the duties of an officer are, both day and night. 


Each night about seven-thirty I leave my house, drive to the 
Police station, check with the officer going off duty, also check 
the recording machine for any calls to be made. During the 
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next eight hours while I amonpatrol, all three thousand of you 
will be relying on me. You may never be fully aware of this 
or the task you have given me. When you see me stop for a 
coffee break about 10 P. M. you will say to yourself that I 
' really have it made. I feel that you should know a little more 
about the job and then decide who actually is getting the best 
of the deal. I feel you should know a little more about that too 
often obscure figure back of the squad car wheel. I hope that 
I can tell you what I do for youinsucha way that you will better 
appreciate how well spent your police protection tax dollar is. 
Since this is my story, it will not mention the other officers 
but they share equally in responsibility and effort. 


During the course of my duty, onlya few of you will be aware 
of my presence. Some of you will see me as you come home 
from a late affair, a few merchants will look up as I rattle 
their doors if they happen to be there working late, but you all 
take it for granted that 1am onduty. During the night I might 
get various types of calls. I will try toillustratea few of them. 


I might be called to your house to settle one of those family 
arguments that has gotten out of hand. At this time youwill ex- 
pect me to act with the wisdon of Solomon and the patience of 
Job. Youarenot able tosettle your ownproblems, but you ex- 
pect me to. After I leave your house, I may chance upona 
drunken driver endangering himself and everyone else. I will 
take him off the road even though it means spending my off-duty 
time in court, and I will be open for the personal abuse of his 
family and friends for a long time. Later in the night I might 
be called to another home, someone sick and in need of a doc- 
tor or to take someone to the hospital. Another call might 
come in from the sheriff's department or state police to watch 
for a stolen car or hit and run accident. Occasionally your 
sons and daughters get at odds with the law and onceagain I am 
called on to pinch hit. This time I have to be father, mother, 
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teacher, pastor and big brother to these kids. It's all part of 
my job, that's what I am getting paid for. Now the cars and 
trucks start travelling forwork. Occasionally, one of you will 
get ina slight accident. I must give first aid, get a report, 
keep traffic moving, make an arrest, if necessary. 


In these night hours I have answered a variety of calls but 
there are many more. It could be a murder, a brawl, fire, 
suicide, barking dog, robbery, burglary or any of a hundred 
different calls. For eight hours you have called me to render 
the services of guard, doctor, ambulance driver, lawyer, 
guardian, father, pastor and friend. For this combination you 
have paid me less than $3,000.00 a year. On the basis of an 
eight hour day, six daysaweek, you have given me about $1. 04 
an hour. Select one of these jobs mentioned above and try to 
fill it for $1.04 an hour. Better yet, ask yourself if you would 
take the job at that pay. I hope the next time you take part ina 
discussion about police pay youwill think of some of the points 
I have mentioned.

TOWN ROADS 


The heavy snow fall during the spring of 1958 naturally cost 
a lot of money to remove. At the beginning of the 1958-1959 
snow removal year, a meeting of the Selectmen and Budget 
Committee was called. As aresult of this meeting we have 
attempted to render as good service as possible, in spite of the 
fact that we knew the snow removal account would be over- 
drawn. It was felt that the citizens of Milo wanted this ser- 
vice. 


During the late summer and early fall we had several re- 
quests for work to be done on various pieces of highway. We 
felt that in all these cases the people were entitled to the re- 
pairs or rebuilding. Your summer road and bridge account 
reflects the cost of such repairs. 


Due to the ever increasing demand for better roads, it seems 
to be reasonable to consider at least ashort section of soil ce- 
ment road in our 1959 budget. This is nota ''cure-all" but it 
does, in some instances, meet the demand of very low cost 
maintenance and almost a permanent road. 


Please realize that it is your dollars that we have to use to 
answer the requests for highways as well as other services.

FIRE HAZARDS 


There is only one building that would be considered 100% safe. 
The others are old without fire walls, fireproof boiler rooms, 
etc. The Derby boiler room has been fireproofed and an out- 
side entrance provided, the same treatment is begun at the high 
school boiler room. Regular fire drills and regular removal 
of combustibles and janitorial checking of the building is about 
all that the staff can do for safety. The amount requested for 
repairs will be applied tocorrect as many of the existing com- 
plaints of the fire inspector as possible. 


HIGH SCHOOL 
This year has seen many changes in the faculty and under the 


leadership of Mr. Robert Fifield, asprincipal, there has been 
a gradual growth towards improving the school. Please read 
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his report. 


Please give careful consideration to articles in the warrant 
for creating a district or in some way toprovide better facilities. 


MUSIC 


The sub-primary - sixth grade teachers in the School Union 
held several meetings last spring and produced a music cur- 
riculum for these grades. Together with new books and ac- 
companying records many songs have been taught. 


The music teacher, Mr. Loud, hasbeen free towork with the 
band, glee clubs and has spent some time in some of the grades 
below the seventh, as much as time would permit. There has 
been several appearances of the band and the gleeclub. There 
probably will be a local public performance this spring and by 
all means those interested in school music should attend the 
following: 1. Piscataquis County Music Festival at Guilford, 
May 2; 2. Eastern Maine Festival at Bangor, May 9. 


SURVEY - SCHOOL COMMITTEE & SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
(A report of this survey is available for anyone interested) 


It is with pleasure that this report was completed for your 
information and although it is not perfect, I hope that it does 
convey to you that itis feasible for the area to have one good 
high school, provided the area wishes todo so. The result of 
the survey rests upon your decision and not that of the school 
committee or superintendent. 


The application to create an Administrative District for this 
area has been made and will require legislative approval. As 
the legislature will probably not act upon the matter until after 
town meeting, a special meeting will be necessary. 
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EVALUATIVE CRITERIA 


At the time of Town Meeting last year I had only one oral re- 
port from which towrite article 25 in the 1958 Warrant. Now, 
I have a full report which recommends that all those items be 
provided but a few are not required in 1960. 

Again, it is not necessary to do anything but it would be my 
belief that the town would want some improvements. 


The library has been improved considerably and the faculty 
are working steadily in thatdirection. At theclose of the books, 
only $455.14 had been expended but orders have been processed 
for more books since that date. 


The addition of the equipment for the Commercial Department 
should be nearly adequate. 


The other items which are required may be selected from an 
article in the 1959 Warrant. All of these probably could not be 
‘completed as required by 1960, as the town must bear the en- 
tire cost which is beyond the borrowing, capacity, of the town, 
at this time. 


CONVEYANCE 


Conveyance routes have been extended annually together with 
anincreasein the number to be conveyed. Tocontinue to expand 
the services to include the side streets of the compact section: 
will require much additional equipmentand time. Wenow have 
requests for conveyance in nearly every direction and every 
road. This service can be adequately done provided the tax- 
payers want to provide the funds. The amount of funds in the 
budget makes no provision for any extensions, side streets, 01 
athletics. 
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SUB-PRIMARY GRADE 


The law provides that a child 5 years of age on or before 
October 15 may enter the sub-primary grade. It should be 
remembered that the child is notcompelled to begin school un- 
til age 7. The parents should consider the child, his or her 
interest in school, health, development and for no personal 
reason. Approximately one-fifth of each entering class is not 
ready for school. 


“SPECIAL CLASS 


A special remedial class has attempted to correct some of 
the problems for these pupils through grade three, This has 
been helpful in many ways but it still is not the answer. 


SCHOOL FINANCES 


In the visitation made to the high school last year the recom- 
mendation was to have one person in charge of all school moneys. 
That person to be bonded. This was the method set up here in 
1948 but abandoned in 1954. 


The principal of each school is now bonded. The elementary 
schools have made the change and regular reports have been 
sent to this office. 


The High School has not completed the recommendation in 
this respect at this time. Class funds arenot protected in any 
way, at this time. 


The funds described above are used for school improvement, 
small items, treats, class trips and purchase of some equip- 
ment. The elementary schools have added much to the class- 
rooms, school grounds, and equipment. 
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FEDERAL AID 


Although many people are notin favor of federal aid to educa- 
tion it has been expanded so that very soon matching funds will 
be available for the following areas: Math, science, guidance 
and foreign language in grades 9 through 12. 


There is some federal control. The most important is that 
the state had to submit a plan. The plan has the following 
priority: 

1. A school with enrollment of 300 or more 
A District School 
40 or more math students. 

65 or more science students in laboratory classes. 
65 or more in three-year sequence of a foreign language. 


SCHOOL MILK 
Jan. 1, 1958 - Dec. 31, 1958 


The price has varied due to changes made by the State Milk 
Control Board. The federal subsidy at present is 3¢ and the 
priceis 7¢. Total number of bottles of milk served was 29, 536 
of which the Ayuda Club distributed 3,831 free. The price to 
children at present is 4¢. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS - Subprimary - Grade 6 


The teachers are prepared to teach the grades to which they 
areassigned. The preparation and in service training of these 
teachers has been regular and steadily towards improvements. 
The pupils are working in ability groups with an enrichment of 
outside reading for those of extra ability. Itis my belief that 
the scholastic achievements of the grades as a whole are very 
comparable to others in the state. 
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CONCLUSION 


Inclosing, weshould recognize andcommend special projects 
undertaken by teachers and pupils that enrich the program or 
provide items at no cost to the town. The schools have all 
contributed towards some such item as well as the P. T. A., 
Room Mothers, Ayuda Club, Lions Club, Alumni, Grange, 
special committees, local merchants, individuals, and others. 


We expect educationcosts to increase but we do hope that the 
quality can stillimprove. I am grateful to all members of the 
school committee, townofficials, parents, citizens, teachers, 
and pupils for their cooperation at all times.

PRINCIPAL'S REPORT 


Last year when we were interviewing prospective coaches for 
Milo High, one of them turned to meand said, "Mr. Dority says 
that a coach can teach basketball fundamentals and develop a 
good team on a small floor just as well as you can on a large 
floor. That may be his opinion, but not mine. If that is your 
gym, I amnot interested in the position.'' And with that state- 
ment, theinterview was terminated. Without anadequate gym- 
nasium, it will become increasingly more difficult to obtain and 
keep good physical education instructors. Many times the hall 
is not available to the High School because other civic groups 
use the hall. 


Milo High School must havea full physical education program 
and an adequate gym if it is to be acceptable for accreditation 
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before the 1960 deadline. 


Do you want your children to be on the second floor of an old 
wooden building if a fire should break out? 


Since the state will pay over half of the constructioncosts and 
give generous support to maintain a consolidated building, it 
seems to be better to build new than to spend money for tem- 
porary makeshift repairs and changes to existing buildings. 


Your legislators were intelligent enough to realize that some- 
thing needed to be done to improve the educational program in 
Maine and the Sinclair Bill was passed to encourage towns to 
join together to improve their schools. Let us face the fact 
that the cost of education is going up and the best thing that can 
be done at the present is to forget our individual differences 
and traditions and join other towns inorder that each town will 
have more help to give these boysand girls more education for 
every dollar that you spend!!! 


Please remember two things: 


1. Our nation was founded on the idea of "United we stand, 
divided we fall." 


2. It is very poor economy to limit the educational oppor- 
tunities of any town and its youth. 


Both the adults and the students have been quite cooperative 
with the school this year and it is a pleasure to be back with 
you. I am sure that if you continue to work with the school 
it will work for you. :

Herewith submitted is the seventeenth Annual Report of the 
Maintenance and Operation of the Milo Water District. 


There have been 6 newsewer services and 10 new water ser- 
vices installed, and 29 old services renewed. 


1219' of 6" cast iron water pipe and 286' of 2" galvanized pipe 
was laid on Prospect Street replacing the old 11/2", 11/4" 
and 1" pipe, and a hydrant installed. 


On Highland Avenue 482' of 11/4" pipe was replaced by 2" 
pipe. 


4 new manholes have been constructed, 2 on First Street, 1 
on Maple Street and 1 on the High School line. 


The necessity of renewing water services and mains may be 
expected to continue as the age of many of them is such that 
they no longer give adequate service.
